OHIO SUPREME COURT USTENS TO ARGUMENTS IN SEVEN CASES, A U CHALLENGING JURISDICTION OF JUSTICES IN DRY LAW CASES 


COLUMBUS, O.. Oct. I t.—The Ohio 
suprem e court spent today listening 
;o oral argum ent subm itted in seven 
cases, all challenging jurisdiction of 
village m ayors and justices of the 
peace in liquor cases and In suits in­ 
volving alleged violation of a m uni­ 
cipal ordinance regulating traffic. The 
seven suits w*ere appeals from decrees 
of lower courts. 
No decisions in any 
of thes cases were expected to be a n ­ 
nounced today. 
The cases are: 
®tate °* Ohio against Emanuel 
W illiams,

I harms Allen, being appeals from the 


judgm ent of the P erry county appel­ 
late court. 
Sam Tari against the state of Ohio, 
on appeal from the Cuyahoga county 
appellate court. 
Application of C ora Flicker, Shelby 
county, for writ of habeas corpus so 
as to release William Flicker from 
state prison farm, London. 
Martin Pickul agaiuet the state of

Ely, m ayor of village of Euclid, on ap ­ 
peal from the Cuyahoga county ap­

Earhart Holds Action Valid. 
Extensive argum ent in support of 
the contention th at the action of tho 
m ayors and justices of the peace w h o j 
originally tried these cases was valid 
was' subm itted by A ttorney Charles 
M. E arhart, Columbus, general coun­ 
sel for the Ohio anti-saloou league. 
A rgum ent presented In support of 
the claim that the decrees of the vil­ 
lage m ayors and justices of the peace 
were invalid included reference to the 
ruling, handed down early this year, 


by the United 
St ites suprem e court. 
in the Turney caf**, declaring invalid 
that section of fie 
Ohio 
etatutee, 
known as the Cr abbe dry act, au th o r­ 
izing village may rg and Justices of 
the peace to receive, as compensation, 
part of the fines imposed upon p er­ 
sons convicted of violating dry law.'. 
Tim cases ag* ant W illiams and 
Allen constitute an eppeal from tho 
action of the Perry county appellate 
court which reversed the decision of 
J. w. Newberry, justice of tho peace, 
Pike township. 
P erry 
county, 
who 
found Wllliai - and Allen guilty of 
violating s ta 1 
dry laws. The appell 


ate court’s decree of reversal was on 
the ground th a t “said justice of t lie 
peace, the trial court, was without 
jurisdiction and authority in the pre­ 
mises, 
and that the conviction and 
judgm ent rendered by said justice of 
the peace are null and void in law, 
and in violation of the constitutional 
right (of Williams and Allen) for the 
reason 
that said jueiice’s fees and 
compensation for services is a fee to 
be taxed In the case, and, as such, to 
be paid to the m agistrate only upon 
conviction of the accused ”

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Ballots For A bient Voters 
Voting under the provisions of the Ohio law which permits 
electors who expect to be abient from their home precinct on elec­ 
tion .day, Tuesday, November 8, to exercise the ri&ht of suffrage 
not earlier than -'IO days before nor later than three days prior to 
balloting day, is now under way. 
The Columbiana county board of deputy state supervisors of 
elections today announced that ballots will be mailed to voters who 
make application, setting forth their home precinct and their tem 
porary abode. 
The absentee law, enacted in 1917 for the purpose of safe­ 
guarding the suffrage privilege- of men w h o had entered the U nit­ 
ed States military or naval service, removes any excuse for negli 
gence on the part of the elector. An enfranchised citizen has the 
right to vote irrespective of the distance away from his precinct. 
End he may do so by mail. 
Persons absent from Columbiana county sub divisions should 
tpply to the clerk of the election boa id for ballots. It is every citi 
ten’s duty to vote. 


Magpies and Politicians 
Granted that a eat may look at a king, how about magpies 
biting politicians? 
Canberro, Australia’s new’ federal capital, was built amid 
rural surroundings. Many of the birds and animals who formerly 
inhabited the very region now occupied by the modern city are 
etill hovering about in the neighboring waste spaces, and they oc­ 
casionally express their displeasure at the altered conditions. 
A dispatch from Canberro tells that wild magpies have savage­ 
ly bitten children of government officials. 
The latest victim of 
this ferocious bird was the federal parliament member for Mel­ 
bourne. 
’Most anybody knows a politician or two he’d not mind 
betraying to the magpies. But children ought to be protected. 
There is no suggestion that the capital be abandoned. 
In­ 
stead, local police carry loaded rifles and are under orders to shoot 
magpies at sight. 
It was only by his remarkable ability to disappear into thin 
air that the,Cheshire cat saved his life. 
The magpies, lacking 
such magic, are undoubtedly doomed 


Public Ownership 
The National Utility association, which represents a capital 
investment in public service institutions almost as great as the 
national debt, is worried about "the encroachment of government 
upon private business.” 
So it is embarking on an “educational 
campaign’’ to warn the public of the threatening peril. 
The chairman of the committee in charge, George B. Cor- 
telyou, who was a member of President Roosevelt’s cabinet, ex­ 
plains that “the governmental ideals inherited from our fore­ 
fathers and our material prosperity are based upon the preserva­ 
tion to each individual of the widest scope for his enterprise.” 
There will be little question about that. 
And most of us 
may wonder what all the fuss is about, 
lf there is any clearly 
marked tendency in American life at the present time, it is the 
tendency against public ownership and operation of anything 
that private enterprise can handle. 
Naturally the public interest is always paramount iii public 
utilities and when a situation arises where there is a genuine 
need that private enterprise cannot or will not take care of, pub­ 
lic enterprise has to step in. It is hardly wise or worth while to 
fight that principle of government. 
As matters stand, there doesn’t seem to be much cause for 
worry, since a big majority of citizens look upon government 
ownership as undesirable and not to be invoked except as a last 
resort.

Some states have settled the coal strike of the United Mine 
Workers on the basis of the wage agreement that prevailed for the 
last three years. 
That is a liberal scale, $7.50 a day for day work anti $1.25 to 
$2 a ton on tonnage work. 
Miners can live comfortably on that 
Whether operators can operate on it comfortably is a debated ques­ 
tion. 
Evidently they believe they will be more comfortable on 
that basis than with idle mines. 
Morally it is a victory for the strikers. 
Practically it is a 
victory for nobody. The miners have had their savings, and the 
operators their probity, eaten up by overhead charges during the 
idle period. 
The industry emerges without any public grievance 
against it this time, because on the whole the pmblic has not suf­ 
fered directly from the strike. But it is bad enough to have the 
same old situation perpetuated. 
Nothing fundamental is settled. The fact that American in­ 
dustry could live through a six months’ strike of the soft coal in­ 
dustry shows more clearly thsn ever how over manned and over- 
mined that industry is. As long as it can produce in half a year 
enough coal for a whole year, there is bound to be a big waste of 
man power and money-power. 
Some day, perhaps, an industrial statesman will come along 
and find some way of employing only enough mines and men to 
keep them working continuously. Or else work of a differ* lit sort 
may be provided for the miners half the time, if their mines must 
have seasonal periods of idleness. But no solution is yet in sight

Australian cruiser Adelaide was o rd er­ 
ed to leave here today for the Solo­ 
m on islands In response to an appeal 
for im m ediate assistance 
from 
the 
white residents of 
the islands, who 
fear a general native uprising. 
W ireless advices reported the na­ 
tives had already 
m assacred 
tw-o 
white m issionaries 
and the entire 
crew of a native illusionary ship. 
W hites in the outlying points of tho 
islands have been armed with r if lev. 
Officials here believed the outbreak 
to he due to religious m ania on tho 
part of tho natives. 
Massacre Ship Crew. 
According to tho wireless dispatches 
from the Solomons, the natives, in w ar 
canoes aud full war paint, attacked 
the native missionary ship Auk! and 
m assacred the entire crew. 
W hite women and children were re­ 
ported fleeing terrior stricken from in 
land plantations 
to 
coastal 
ponds 
where the authorities tire concentrat­ 
ing their defense. 
The cruiser Adelaide is expected to 
reach lite island in three days A land 
inn party of bluejackets will be sent 
through the jungle to the scene of the 
outrages with the intentions of pun­ 
ishing tile m urderers and setting an 
exam ple for the rest of the natives. 
Jungle fighting of some intensity 
is expected by tile authorities. 
It was said here today that the su p ­ 
ply ship Biloela was to leave on F ri­ 
day with stores and munitions for an 
extensive campaign.
